ASSUMPTION WAS VALID. . . KISSINGER SEEMS AMAZED THAT IT

COINCIDE IN A VERY IRONIC WAY WITH KISSINGER S SHUTTLE

ON THE ISRAELI SIDE THERE ARE QUESTIONS NOW ABOUT THE 
DURABILITY OF AMERICAN COMMITMENTS. IF, FOR EXAMPLE, THE 
SINAI AGREEMENT IS BASED ON A PRIVATE AMERICAN ASSURANCE 
ONE SIDE TO THE OTHER THAT THE AGREEMENT WILL BE KEPT, 

HOW CAN ISRAEL BANK ON THAT AMERICAN ASSURANCE? OR PUT 
ANOTHER WAY, WHY SHOULD SHE? ON THE ARAB SIDE THERE IS A 
GROWTH OF SELF-CONFIDENCE BORN OF THE NOTION THAT IF THE 
U.S. COULD TIRE OF SUPPORTING CAMBODIA AND SOUTH VIET-NAM, 

SHE MIGHT ALSO TIRE OF SUPPORTING ISRAEL - PERHAPS NOT 
IMMEDIATELY BUT SOONER THAN LATER. THEREFORE, WHY MAKE 
CONCESSIONS FOR A DEAL? IN A SHORT TIME ISRAEL WILL 
COLLAPSE WHEN DEPRIVED OF AMERICAN SUPPORT AND ARMS. ON 
BOTH SIDES OF THIS ARGUMENT THERE IS OBVIOUS EXAGGERATION: 
ISRAEL IS NOT CAMBODIA, CONGRESS HAS A DIFFERENT FEELING 
FOR ISRAEL THAN SHE HAS FOR INDOCHINA, AND ISRAEL IS NOT 
ASSOCIATED IN THE AMERICAN MIND WITH THE SPENDING AND 
WASTING OF BILLIONS IN AMERICAN TREASURE AND HUNDREDS AND 
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THOUSANDS IN AMERICAN LIVES. BUT THESE LOGICAL CONSIDERA- 
TIONS TO ONE SIDE, THE INDOCHINA PARALLEL HAUNTS EVERYONE 
IN THIS NEGOTIATION. IT DOES NOT MEAN THERE CAN BE NO 
AGREEMENT BECAUSE OF INDOCHINA; IT DOES MEAN IT MAKES 
EVERYTHING MUCH MORE COMPLICATED AND EVERYTHING IS COMPLI-
